VERTICAL WRITING. 


In spite of rumors, Portland schools 


are not to do'away with vertical writ- 
ing. The merchants and business men, 
it is said, are much in favor of retain- 
ing a'style of writing which is so legi- 
ble. 
It has been reported that differ- 


ent cities are throwing out the vertical 
writing and arc going back to the slant 
system but so far as can be learned 
this :s not so, to any considerable ex- 
tent. There has been some critfcism 
because the vertical tjilces so much 
time and there has been a disposition 
to make a sligh modification of it. H. 
W. Shaylor, the teacher of writing 
and drawing in the Portland schools 
Cor many years, has been among the 
foremost in the country to shape the 
instruction in the public schools in 
handwriting. He was the author of 
several different sets of books on the 
old slant system and when the vertical 
came in he prepared a series of books 
on that plan, which have been very ex- 
tensively'used all over the country 
Mr. Shaylor recently hit on an expedi 
ont which is likey to do away with 
all the objections 
that have been 


brought against the vertical system 
and at the name time preserve all Jlr 
advantages. He calls his new system 
the medial. It is 'the vertical writing 
with its round and legible hand, but 
slightly glanteci to the right. A page 
of it docs not look very different from 
the vertical writing, but it is evidently 
easier to write and the pupil can attain 
greater speed, not bring obliged to 
constantly keep his mind on the task 
of making hl,s willing painfully verti- 
cal. 
It !H proposed to introduce Mr. 


Shaylor's medial books in some of the 
schools with a view of swing how 
they will work in actual practice,—

George Washington was a very rich 


man for his day, but that did not keep 
him fioui'inbisting upon U>s rights. 


Damon, the gigantic figure in the 


French revolution, was a rich French- 
man, about as prosperous in proportion 
as Kliliu Koot at the present day. But 
be v as willing to risk and lose his bead 
for bis rights, and so were those asso- 
ciated with him—Marat, ons of the 
ablest and most prosperous physician* 
of bis tune, and a great many others. 
Of the men who in France led th< 
groat movement for their rights almost 
c\ory one was a man financially pros 
porous. Xot a single poor, underpaid 
\\oiklnginun achieved any eminence in 
that movement. 


Jt is th.) man not well paid who cares 


little about his nghls. 


Such a man's vitality is low from 


loi.g hours and poor living. His pride 
is low, his ambition is withered, he is 
easily managed. 


The Chiw.se cooly. for instance, sim- 


ply bows humbly when he is told that 
his Lead must come off, and any order 
he receives is obcjed. He does not 
c\cn think that he has any rights, and 
lie gits 2 or '.} cents a day.

When some other subscriber's num- 


ber rings be sure to listen. You 
wouldn't listen at a key hole of course, 
but a telephone is different. That's a 
public convenience and you may get 
some interesting bits of gossip for 
vour pains. They will probably hear 
vou take the receiver off the hook and 
know you are listening, but they can't 
tell \vho you are so you are safe. It's 
a very pleasing pastime and it you are 
a lady and hear some one swear you 
can report it and stir up some delicious 
trouble. 


Never take Ilio trouble to bp sure 


that you are called. Answer every 
time the bell rings. It gets awluliy 
dull over at central sometimes and the 
extra work you cause will be apprecia- 
ted by the girls. Let all be fish that 
conu-s in your not and answer every 
call. By observing this rule faithfully 
you will never miss your own call and 
may pick up some new and choice 
swear words. 


A practice observed by some but not 


so generally as it might be is that of 
ringing up central and then hunting 
all over the house for the number of 
the party wanted. If this was more 
universal it would make the business 
more interesting. Try it and see what 
fun it is. 


Never give the number of the sub- 


scriber you want. They are occasion- 
ally changed and the central may get 
somebody mixed. The girls only havs 
s. few hundred numbers tc remember 
anyhow and it is your duty to assist 
them all you can in training their 
memory. The best way to do this is 
to give the nickname of the friend you 
want and let central do the rest. The 
books with all the numbers in them 
are published to give the printers work 
and furnish shaving paper for sub- 
scribers. Some use Ihem as advertis- 
ing mediums, but it is understood that 
they are not very good for that be- 
cause no one ever looks at them. 


Now the last and most important 


rulo of all . Kick. 
Don't bo half- 


nearted about it. Put y6ur whole soul 
into it. ^rink some strong coffee for 
supper so you can wake up in the mid- 
dle of the night and kick at the night 
service, tfet out of bed on the wrong; 
side so you can kick effectively before 
breakfast. Bat something for dinner 
that always hurts you, so you can get 
one good kick in the first thing in the 
Afternoon. Don't' be bashful about it 
The kicker occasionally breaks a foe 
but he usualy gets what he wants.

States marines in aiding the army in

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24. — Presi-

Passengers seat- 
ed in warm and luxurious cars of the 
transcontinental roads passing swiftly 
over the mountain ranges hardly real- 
ize bow much they owe the giant re- 
volving broom that sweeps tae steal 
pathways of the intermountaia region. 
They do not realize how many tons of 
snow ha\e been spouted to the side of 
the tracks or how many men have 
been employed in fighting the drifts 
that would have barred tho way. 


To the onlooker "snow bulking" in 


the Rockies presents a picturesque 
scene, but there is nothing picturesque 
or pleasant'about it to the nieu behind 
the rotary. In fact, the running of the 
snowplows is regarded as about the 
rno&t disagreeable job in Rocky moun- 
tain railroading, and that means about 
the most disagreeable job in the world, 
for there is no country that presents 
greater dangers and hardships thaii 
those which beset the man who has a 
railroad run in this wild region. 


In the ordinary storms the rotary 


broom effectually docs the work o/ 
clearing the tiacks on most of tho 
lines, but sometimes the storms of wind 
and snow are PO severe as to baffle tho 
best efforts of the railroad men. There 
are some passes in Colorado and Wyo- 
ming, like Borons, Alpine, Marshall and 
Sherman bill, where the storm king's 
sway is most powerful and of which 
many nnd startling are the stories told 
about heroic battles with bis ninjesty. 
This state is one of the worst in the 
Rocky mountain region for snow fight- 
Ing. One road has to abandon a pay- 
Ing spur about six months every year 


the reason that it Is practically im- 


possible to keep the line open.

bridges is frequently more than fifty 
feet in thickness. 
Great crevasses 


opening suddenly or closing under tre- 
mendous pressure make huge ndpes 
and upheavals, piling Immense blocks 
one upon the" other and in tho greatest 
confusion. When the whole mass takes 
a notion to 'start down stream, the 
crash and roar of rending ice and rush- 
ing water Is appalling. There is al- 
ways, however, preliminary indica- 
tions of this movement, and few if any 
ftta! accidents are recorded as having 
been due to the breaking up of the 
brJdgs. 


Kage mounds of ice have formed 


this winter at the foot of tho falls, and 
die cascade on the American side a 
few days ago was almost hidden by a 
great white apron of ice which hung 
from the brink and fell to tbo summit 
Q£ the great icy mountains below.

pound on the ice as they walk 
toward shore. The npise thus cre:ilei 
drivas the fish to tho shallow wn.ter 
where they lie close to tbe bottom 
When the fish, have been "ronudec 
up," tbe men hurry over the ice, strik- 
ing heavy blows with their axes. l*he 
concussion stuns the fish, and they floai 
toward the top. Holes are then cut 
nnd tuc unconscious fish quickly, se- 
cured. In tbls way a party can take 
as uwny ns GOO pounds of fish a day, 
but the game is no more exciting than 
fishing with a net in open water.

men, of course, nro those who work 
away out on the lake. Without doubt 
the most important part of an out- 
fit is tho dog team. Dogs of every' 
size, style and description aro used. 
Some aro fine looking and well mated. 
The great majority, however, are just 
dogs. Good barkers are In great de- 
mand, for the dogs are soou trained, 
nnd they wntcb the holea in tbe ice 
like hawks, well knowing that as like- 
ly as not they will come IB for their 
Bhnre of tbo spoils.

known as "no per cent.'* It tastes 
somewhat like the real thing. It has a 
nice amber color and the collar on It 
is as deep as found on the genuine 
lager, but there is something missing. 


This new drink struck town in a 


wholesale lot on Wednesday and was 
quickly snapped up by the retail men 
who had been looking for it. Many of 
the lunch rooms which were formerly 
saloons now have the new drink on 
sale and yesterday they all reported a 
liberal demand. Something like twen- 
ty quarter cases came into town and 
these .are said to have been pretty 
nearly emptied by last night. 


The wholesalers who brought the 


stuff into town claim that it is not in- 
toxicating and that it will clear the 
law in every way. The retailers who 
are handling the stuff for the trade 
hope that the claims made for it are 
true since yeserday they had visions 
of a little recompense for the big 
profits which they though they were 
going to lose by the closing of the sa- 
loons. The demand was so good that 
they began to think that some of their_ 
money was coming back. 


Last evening many customers called 


at these retail places and sampled the 
drink which is such a strange thing to 
be sold in tms city and many were the 
expressions heard concerning the mer- 
its of the liquid. Some people thought 
it a good substitute for the malt liquor 
whose place it is supposed to supply. 
It is expected that the authorises will 
have a chemist pass upon the new 
drink and seo whether it clears the 
law or not. If there is any alcohol in 
it the dealers will havi to ship it. 


Chief llealey was asked Wednesday 


afternoon it anything had been done 
concerning the new drink arul he re- 
plied that there bad not. How soon 
there would be he could not say. He 
did not Know whether the beer report- 
ed to have brought into town was "no 
per cent" of any number of per cents.

An tnteusting divorce case whk-h
